Supporters 
and opponents of the nomination 
agreed that most senators have 
already made up their minds, 
barring

during the debate. 
GOP leaders said they expect 
to lose only one Republican vote 
011 the Strauss showdown, expect­ 
ed in a week or ten days. In ad­ 
dition. several Democrats already 
have announced their support for 
the 
one-time chairman 
of the 
Atomic Energy Commission. 
Key to the outcome is whether 
a lew more Democrats—probably 
as few as three — wiU i°‘n ff*® 
Strauss camp. Like their GOP 
colleagues, many Democrats al­ 
ready are commuted not more 
than a dozen still are available 
to pro-Strauss forces, according to 
recent nose counts. 
Strauss was praised and panned 
Friday. 
Sen. Andrew F. Schoeppel 1R- 
Kans.i said the hullabaloo over 
the nomination stems mostly from 
the fact that Strauss is a “ con- 
serv alive.” 
Schoeppel, top - ranking GOP

WASHINGTON (UPD—The Or­ 
ganization of American S t a t e s 
1OAS* may use the- Nicaraguan 
revolt as justification for a sweep­ 
ing investigation of the entire ten­ 
sion-torn Caribbean. 
A long and thorough inquiry 
was 
indicated 
when 
the 
OAS 
asked 13 nations in the Caribbean 
area whether the trouble in Nica­ 
ragua constituted a threat to the 
peace of the hemisphere. 
In asking the foreign ministers 
of the 13 nations to send all perti­ 
nent information “ in all urged* 
cy.” the organization appeared to 
leave the door open for an inves­ 
tigation of much more than just 
the Nicaraguan situation.

night 
by Julio A. Lacarte. Uruguay's 
ambassador to the United States 
and chairman of a four-nation 
committee appointed by the OAS 
to look into the invasion of Nica­ 
ragua last week end. 
Lacarte said the committee felt

about the investigation.” 
The request was sent to the

Nicaragua has charged that the 
invaders came from the neighbor­ 
ing Central American nation of 
Costa Rica, It was reported that 
most of the rebels were Nicara­ 
guan exiles.
